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THE WRANGLE OVER THE PANAMA CANAL 
TOLLS MATTER. 


The Borah bill for tolls exemption of American coastwise 
vessels passing through the Panama Cannal was passed by the 
U. S. Senate 47 to 37. 
The following is a history of this much mooted question, as to 
whether or not this is the right action which should have been 
taken—the country at large being about as much divided on the 
subject as was the senate. 
In 1850 this nation and Great Britain signed the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty, setting down in black and white that the two 
countries would build a canal across the isthmus, at Panama, 
share and share alike in its control and its building. Americans 
did not like the joint-control idea. 
In 1901 the Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty was made transferring to America all rights in construc­ 
tion and ownership, the one stipulation being, as set forth in 
Article III of the tre a ty : 
“The canal shall be free and open to all vessels of commerce 
and war of all nations observing these rules, on terms of entire 
equality, so that there shall be no discrimination against any such 
nation or its citizens or subjects in respect of the conditions of 
charges of traffic or otherwise.” 
The men who drew' up the treaty, John Hay, Secretary of 
State, who authorized it, all the Americans who had anything to 
do with it, seem to have understood that the treaty meant ju st 
what it said. It seems plain enough that the “charges” that are 
to be levied shall be the same on the ships of all nations. 
The 
language is not muddy or vague. 
In 1912 w’e saw' fit to free American coastwise shipping, in 
American vessels, from the tolls. We did it on the plea that “all 
nations” does not include the United States and that by acquiring 
sovereign rights in Panama we were released from our obliga­ 
tions. 
As a m atter of fact, the Nation paid little attention to 
rights or wrongs, feeling that as we had built the canal and were 
in possession of it we had a right to do as we pleased. 
Like President Harding in 1921, President Wilson in 1913 
came into office approving free tolls. He changed his mind and 
reversed his party after a bitter struggle, in 1914, lasting for three 
months, in which he had the help of powerful Republican Sena­ 
tors, including Root, Burton, Kenyon, Lodge and McCumber. 
Now, the same old quarrel has come up in the same old way, 
with President Harding but half-approving the Borah measure 
sad the partisan line-ups on both sides of the Senate broken. 
In the forty-seven votes for and thirty-seven votes against the 
Borah bill, Republicans and Democrats, Easterners, W esterners 
and Southerners stand elbow to elbow in both camps.
